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New ‘Recycle More’ scheme will see 
waste collected every three weeks 


THE Somerset Waste Partnership has agreed 
to introduce controversial new recycling 
scheme in a bid to save £1,7million each year. 

Approval was given on Friday, December 16th to 
the new ‘Recycle More’ weekly kerbside collections 
that will accept the dozen materials already col¬ 
lected, including food, along with plastic pots, tubs 
and trays - long urged by many Somerset residents 
- as well as household batteries and small electrical 
items, but will only see non-recyclable waste col¬ 
lected every three weeks. 

Taking extra materials each week will see recy¬ 
cling rates jump and result in thousands of tonnes 
less rubbish, which will be collected every three 


weeks when Recycle More is rolled out across the 
county in several phases from late 2017, announced 
Somerset Waste Partnership (SWP). 

After all six Somerset councils separately en¬ 
dorsed Recycle More in recent days, SWP’s gov¬ 
erning board of two councillors from each of those 
same local authorities - five districts and the county 
council - gave it the green light in December. 

Using a range of new vehicles to suit Somerset’s 
varied conditions and take all materials at one time, 
including the growing “internet avalanche” of card¬ 
board, Recycle More will collect the light but bulky 
plastic food packaging in a tough new base- 
weighted store-flat bag. 

Backed by a comprehensive communications 


campaign, with a planned collection reminder app 
for smartphones, Recycle More is expected to recy¬ 
cle almost 13,000 extra tonnes of materials now 
being landfilled each year, cut rubbish levels signif¬ 
icantly, and save, after initial costs, £1.7million an¬ 
nually. 

While Recycle More will take exactly the same 
amount of rubbish and recycling overall, sending 
less rubbish to costly landfill sites offers savings 
when budgets met by council taxpayers for other 
vital services are being squeezed. 

Thus, by cutting back on cash thrown away when 
needlessly burying what could be recycled, and of¬ 
fering the chance for all families to take greater re¬ 
sponsibility for their waste, Recycle More will bring 
serious savings in money and materials. 

Extensive experience, in-depth research and a 
range of popular trials with 5,000 Somerset families 
of all sizes and situations over several months 
showed that services like Recycle More create a 
“virtuous circle”, with the newly-added items 
prompting more recycling of all materials, from 
food to glass and card. 

No significant problems 

In a survey, more than 80 per cent of families in 
the trials who had three-weekly rubbish collections 
and extra weekly recycling found it worked so well 
they wanted to continue with the same service. 

With research showing no significant problems 
with three weekly rubbish collections, SWP guid¬ 
ance for Recycle More will be unchanged: recycle 
every bit of food, double bag smelly waste, rinse all 
containers, keep waste bins, boxes and bags in the 
shade, and ask for - and follow - SWP advice. 

Similar successful schemes of extra materials and 
reduced frequency rubbish collections have long 
been underway for millions of residents in 14 coun¬ 
cil areas across the UK, with many more expected 
and similar plans for parts of Devon. 

Recycle More will keep communal collections 
from flats as they are, except that extra weekly re¬ 
cycling materials will be added if possible, and 
maintain clinical, garden and bulky waste collec¬ 
tions, while assisted collections will continue but on 
the new frequency. 

SWP has promised that families with children in 


nappies, and other residents with additional needs, 
such as those using adult hygiene products, will 
continue to get priority treatment if they require 
extra help in managing their waste. 

Meanwhile, over-eager recyclers who have al¬ 
ready begun putting out extra materials, such as 
plastic pots, tubs and trays, are being reminded that 
crews will leave these behind until the new service 
reaches their street in one of the three phases before 
2019. 

Latest national figures show that after five years 
of growth, the latest average recycling rates slipped 
back from 44.9 per cent in 2014 to 44.3 per cent in 
2015; Somerset’s recycling rate is already at 52 per 
cent and Recycle More looks set to see that jump in 
the next few years. 

Somerset Waste Board chairman Councillor Derek 
Yeomans said: “Recycle More is a huge step for¬ 
ward for Somerset residents to maximise recycling, 
minimise residual waste, and make big savings to 
invest in other vital services. 

“If people recycle all they can, including every 
scrap of food, they will have very few problems, but 
if anyone does face difficulties after Recycle More 
starts, they just need to ask their local council for 
advice or extra help.”

Nigel Acheson, Regional Medical Director of NHS 
England South, said: “The uptake of the jab so far 
is encouraging with some improvements on last 
year, but there are many who would benefit who 
are still not protecting themselves by being vacci¬ 
nated."

Police probe suspected 
murder-suicide at 
couple’s country home 


POLICE have launched an in¬ 
vestigation into a suspected 
murder-suicide following the 
discovery of the bodies of a 
man and a woman at a property 
near Honiton. 

Officers attended an address 
in Dunkeswell on the evening 
of January 4th, after concerns 
were raised regarding the wel¬ 
fare of a man and woman. 

On arrival officers found the 
62-year-old man, named locally 
as Michael Beck, and his wife, 
Nicola, 52, dead. 

Detectives have launched an 
enquiry into the circumstances 
surrounding both deaths which 
are being treated as a domestic 
related murder and suicide. 
The next of kin have been in¬ 
formed. 

Police confirmed that no one 
else was present at the house at 
the time of the incident. 

A guard remained at the prop¬ 


erty while a forensic examina¬ 
tion and searches were con¬ 
ducted. 

Detective Inspector Steve 
Davies, from the Major Crime 
Unit, said: “We are conducting 
house-to-house enquiries and 
have been carrying out search¬ 
es at the premises today. 

“We are not looking for any 
other person in connection 
with this isolated incident and 
can confirm that no other per¬ 
son was present at the premises 
at the time of this incident.” 

Neighbours say the couple 
lived together at the property, a 
five-bedroom farmhouse set in 
55 acres of land. 

Records show that Mr Beck 
was the director of three prop¬ 
erty businesses and also a fish¬ 
ery owner, landlord, cabinet 
maker and mature student. 

The couple reportedly shared 
their time between Devon and 


London but the house in 
Dunkeswell had been on the 
market for a long time - 
records show it was currently 
under offer for £895,000. 

The couple’s London home 
was in Fulham and their next 
door neighbour, veteran ac¬ 
tress Gillian Rossiter, said they 
were not often at their London 
home - but she never heard 
them row when they were. 

The 90-year-old said: “I know 
they had a place in Devon. 

“I honestly don’t know much 
about them because they wer¬ 
en’t here [London] very often. 

“They were very civil neigh¬ 
bours and we always helped 
each other out if necessary.” 

Police are appealing to any¬ 
one who may have information 
in relation to this incident.

Devon recruiting firefighters 


FOR the first time in eight years, Devon and Som¬ 
erset Fire & Rescue Service will be recruiting 
full-time firefighters. 

The role of a firefighter has changed dramati¬ 
cally, even in recent years, with so much more to 
the job than putting out fires. 

Assistant Chief Fire Office Glenn Askew ex¬ 
plained the current situation, saying “We expect 
so much more of our firefighters in terms of their 
ability to adapt to a huge range of incident types 
and community work. 

“One day a firefighter can be pulling people 
from fast flowing water and the next keeping our 
most vulnerable members of the community safe 
in their homes with our home fire safety checks.” 

Firefighters are on hand to respond to emergen¬ 
cies 24/7 meaning shift work is essential. There 
are many different roles that make up the service 
and each one works together to deliver the essen¬ 
tial community and response services as effi¬ 
ciently and effectively as possible. 

Mr Askew added: “We want to ensure that our 
workforce reflects both the community and the 
mix of skills and qualities required to do the job. 

“For this recruitment process we particularly 
welcome applications from women as they are 
under-represented in our operational service. 

“We also welcome applications from people who 
are black, Asian or minority ethnic as they are 



also under-represented in our workforce and en¬ 
courage everyone to see what the fire and rescue 
service can offer in terms of a challenging and in¬ 
teresting career.” 

For those interested and wanting to see if 
they’ve got what it takes, Devon and Somerset 
Fire & Rescue Service will be running taster days 
in January for prospective applicants to see what 
it entails to be a firefighter. 

The dates and how to book is available on the 
service website dsfire.gov.uk and information 
will be shared through their social media sites. 

“The training will take place in August and all 
applicants needs to be 18 or over by August 2017. 

Mr Askew concluded: “There are so many op¬ 
portunities in the fire and rescue service for staff 
to progress their career. You can be a specialist 
in a number of areas and there is a career path 
that can lead you all the way to Chief Fire Officer. 
I have never looked back and have loved every 
minute of being in the fire and rescue service.”

Council concerns over poor new housing 


EAST Devon District Council 
(EDDC) is so “troubled by” the 
“poor quality” of new housing that 
it is asking for urgent action. 

One of the councillors involved, 
Douglas Hull from Axminster, 
hopes other councils will follow suit 
and turn it into a national cam¬ 
paign. 

EDDC leader Cllr Paul Diviani has 
turned to Oliver Colvile (Conserva¬ 
tive MP for Plymouth Sutton & De- 
vonport) for help. 


Mr Colvile chairs the All Party 
Parliamentary Group for Excel¬ 
lence in the Built Environment, 
which last year launched an inves¬ 
tigation into the quality and work¬ 
manship of new-build housing in 
England. 

In a letter to Mr Colvile, dated De¬ 
cember 22nd, Councillor Diviani 
wrote: “We consider ourselves to be 
at the forefront of increasing hous¬ 
ing delivery in the South West, and 
yet are troubled by the poor quality 


of the homes that are being built. 

“We feel that action is urgently 
needed to address this as while in¬ 
creasing supply is vital, it is impor¬ 
tant that high quality homes are 
provided.” 

The letter calls for close scrutiny 
of the National House Building 
Council (NHBC), an independent 
standard-setting body and provider 
of warranty and insurance for new 
homes. 

NHBC says its purpose is “to work 
with the house-building industry to 
raise the standards of new homes 
and to provide protection for home- 
buyers”, but EDDC is not impressed. 

Councillor Diviani continued: 
“There should be an in-depth study 
of the NHBC. We believe that the 
government should set up a team to 
monitor the NHBC and report for 
urgent action.” 

Axminster district councillor Dou¬ 
glas Hull has been pushing for ac¬ 
tion for some time. 

He said: “Poor new houses are 
costing a lot of people a lot of money 
and heartache. People are worried 
that if they make too much noise 
they will have problems reselling 
their houses. 

“I’ve had complaints from all over 
East Devon, including Cranbrook. 

“Some people have told me they 
will try to sell and find an older 
house.” 

He recalled attempts last year by 
Axminster Town Council to broker 
a crisis meeting between Wain- 
homes and furious Cherry Tree 
Road and Catnip Close residents, 
who had “serious safety concerns” 
over rotting fence posts and subsi¬ 
dence. 

This issue was mentioned in 
Councillor Diviani’s letter, and 
Councillor Hull also recalled the re¬ 
cent case of an Axminster family 
which had to move out of their new 
home on Bovis Homes’ Cloakham 
Lawns development on two occa¬ 


sions so repairs could take place. He 
said: “I’m very pleased the letter 
has been written. 

“I will see the MP [Neil Parish] in 
the new year and I will write to 
other councils to see if they would 
like to join the campaign. I hope to 
make it a national campaign.” 

A spokesperson for NHBC said: 
“NHBC works hard to raise stan¬ 
dards and prevent as many issues 
as possible before people move into 
their new homes. 

“We have increased our inspec¬ 
tion force by 30 per cent in the past 
two years to ensure we continue to 
provide the necessary support for 
house builders. By inspecting at key 
stages of a property’s construction 
we help to significantly reduce the 
number of defects in completed new 
homes across the UK. 

“Our inspections are designed to 
help to prevent issues arising before 
people move in to their home and to 
enable NHBC to manage its risk in 
offering our 10-year Buildmark war¬ 
ranty and insurance protection. 

“It is, however, ultimately the 
builder’s responsibility to ensure 
that the homes they build and sell 
conform to the Building Regula¬ 
tions and NHBC’s Technical Stan¬ 
dards and they should ensure that 
they have adequate supervision and 
quality control measures in place to 
achieve that. 

“Our inspectors are not on site at 
all times and are therefore unable to 
see every element of construction. 

“We’re sorry to hear that the 
homeowners at the development in 
Axminster [Cloakham Lawns] have 
experienced problems with their 
new homes and have been in con¬ 
tact with several homeowners at the 
development. NHBC’s Buildmark 
warranty provides cover for ten 
years from the legal completion date 
against major structural issues with 
the home such as the floors, walls 
and foundations.”

The 
Royal Navy's maritime Wildcat forms the core of 
the UK's Frigate and Destroyer aviation capability 
and performs tasks including Anti-Surface and 
Submarine Warfare, force protection, transport 
and the vital information, surveillance, target ac¬ 
quisition, and reconnaissance (ISTAR) role. Simi¬ 
larly, the Army variant performs reconnaissance, 
command and control, force protection, and 
transport roles in a wide variety of environments. 

Minister for Defence Procurement, Harriett 
Baldwin, said: “This Wildcat deal delivers a key 
capability for the Royal Navy and Army, and sup¬ 
ports vital high-skilled jobs in Somerset, where 
there's a proud tradition of supporting UK heli¬ 
copter operations.

The five-year deal will deliver a range of support 
and training services for the UK's entire fleet of 
62 AW159 Wildcat helicopters, currently in ser¬ 
vice with the Royal Navy and Army Air Corps. 
Wildcat operators include 825 and 847 Naval Air 
Squadron and 652 and 661 Squadron Army Air 
Corps. 

The new Wildcat Integrated Support and Train¬ 
ing (WIST) contract will also support jobs in Ed¬ 
inburgh and Luton, where Leonardo manufacture 
defensive aids systems, and Crawley, where sub¬ 
contractor Thales UK provide support to commu¬ 
nication and aircraft management systems.

• WHERE were you born and 
where did you grow up?

As an adult, I 
lived in Florence, New York, all over London, and 
near Cambridge, before moving to Devon ten years 
ago. 

• WHAT was your dream job 
when you were a kid? 

I wanted to be an artist. As a teenager, I was led 
down a more academic path - to read History at uni¬ 
versity but when my A-levels didn't work out as 
planned, I began to realise that it was probably a 
blessing and that I might have an opportunity to 
paint after all. 

So, armed with my portfolio, I applied for art col¬ 
lege and got a place at City & Guilds of London Art 
School, in Kennington. It was the most intense pe¬ 
riod of education in my life. 

I learned not just about art and how to express my 
ideas on canvas, but also how to see the world in 
more interesting ways. 

• TELL us about your professional life so far 

After art school I finally achieved that childhood 
dream of becoming an artist. But the reality was 
pretty tough. 

I sold work, but never enough to survive in New 
York or London, where I lived at the time. Gradually 



I came to the realisation that I needed to do some¬ 
thing more lucrative. So I got a job as an account 
handler in a design agency in Soho. Before long, I re¬ 
alised that I really wanted to be a copywriter, so I 
moved across the office into the creative depart¬ 
ment. 

I've been writing ever since in one form or another. 
These days it's mainly journalism for the Telegraph, 
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alongside my thrillers. 

I'm also a co-director of the Shute Festival of Lit¬ 
erature and Landscape, and a counsellor in Axmin¬ 
ster working with ARC. 

• WHAT makes you happy? 

Simple stuff. A productive morning's writing. A walk 
along the headland from Beer to Branscombe with 
my wife, Di, and dog, Lola. A pint with a friend. 

• WHAT makes you unhappy? 

I feel blue if my children are unhappy. I also get de¬ 
pressed about the state of the world. Aleppo, a Syr¬ 
ian city with a population the size of Manchester, 
has been pounded into rubble while the world sits 
by. 

Millions of Syrians have been forced from their 
homes and the lack of compassion they've been 
shown by far too many has been deeply distressing. 
It's basic humanity to welcome refugees. 

2016 has seen a hardening of hearts the world 
over. It's very sad. My father and I went to Syria on 
holiday in 2006 and were greeted with warmth and 
kindness wherever we went. Syrian refugees de¬ 
serve the same from us. 

• WHICH is your favourite holiday destination? 

For years, we've been going to a Cycladean island 
called Sifnos. We have friends there and it's an in¬ 
credibly welcoming, easy-going place. 

White-washed houses creeping up the mountain¬ 
side, warm crystal-clear water, tavernas strung 
along the quayside. 

Going back every year is a little like returning 
home. That said, Devon is a pretty close second. It's 
unbeatable in the spring and autumn. 

• WHAT are you up to now? 

I'm well over halfway through writing my third Sam 
Keddie thriller. It's called Trauma and is about a mur¬ 
derer on the loose in an oil compound in the desert 
of Southern Iraq. 

If you like your thrillers fast paced with plots that 
are torn from today's headlines, you'll enjoy the first 
two books, Disorder and Denial, which are both 
available from Amazon. 
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History tour of Berlin 
for Wadham students 


WADHAM School 
students flew out to 
Berlin for a four-day 
visit, which featured 
both fun and heart¬ 
breaking tales. 

The first day featured 
sightseeing including 
Reichstag and Hitler’s 
bunker. 

The following day 
started with a visit to 
the site of the Wansee 
Conference, an event 
in which the structure 
and plan for the Holo¬ 
caust were finalised. 

The day also in¬ 
cluded a visit to the 
Sachsenhausen con¬ 
centration camp, where 
students had a chance 
to see the horrors of the 
Nazi regime up close. 

A tour of the camp 
was followed by a visit 
to the on-site museum, 
where the group found 
a book of all the pris¬ 
oner’s names and other 
artefacts found and 
used in the camp, in¬ 
cluding a prisoner uni¬ 
form. 

A school spokesper¬ 
son said: “Many found 
this a truly heart-breaking experience.” 

On day three the students visited the site of the 
Potsdam Conference, an event held at Cecilien- 
hof, the home of Crown Prince Wilhelm, in the 
aftermath of World War II. 

The school spokesperson said: “It was here that 
the discussions for post-war Europe took place 
between America, the Soviet Union and Britain. 

“It was also here that many believe the Cold 
War began with relations between East and West 
breaking down and old suspicions returning.” 

History teacher Mr Hopwood commented that 
“the behaviour of the students here was excep¬ 
tional with insightful questions being asked as we 
toured the site”. 

The final visit of the day was to an interesting, 
interactive museum, The Story of Berlin. 

What many found most memorable, however, 
was the opportunity to look around a Cold War 
nuclear bunker. Here the students learnt about the 
realities of life in a post nuclear world. 

Distressing facts were that only 3,600 people 
would be saved, that supplies only existed for two 
weeks and that to save power, survivors would be 
lying on bunks for hours on end in near darkness. 

On the final day after packing for the return trip 
students took a tour of the Topography of Terror, 
a museum which charts the Nazi regime from 
1933 to 1945, sited at the headquarters of the 
Gestapo and the SS. 

The museum documented the Nazis war crimes 
and highlighted the level of repression experi¬ 
enced under this regime. 

Head of History and leader of the trip Mr Hop- 
wood commented: “Although it was a tiring four 
days with a full-on schedule, I believe the trip was 
fun experience, which has really brought to life 
the issues we study in the classroom. 

“The students presented themselves and the 
school with maturity and they should all be proud 
of their conduct.”

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Parents encouraged 
to teach children to 
use analogue clocks 

A SOUTH Somerset headteacher has asked 
parents to help their children learn how to tell 
the time using an analogue clock. 

While people of an older generation might 
find it a disturbing fact that children are unable 
to use an “old-fashioned" clock to tell the time, 
it probably is not that surprising, as all they 
have known is the digital age. 

Although children are able to tell the time by 
reading a digital clock, some are unable to say 
what time it is by using an analogue clock with 
the hour and minute hands. 

Mark Walker, headteacher at Swanmead 
School in llminster, which caters for just over 
260 children aged from ages nine to 13, said: 
“Over recent months we have become quite 
aware of the large numbers of children that find 
it difficult to tell the time using an analogue 
clock. 

“This is obviously a very important life skill for 
all young people to understand and we wish to 
ask for the help of parents, where necessary, 
in addressing this. 

“If this is an area their child or children finds 
more complex, please support them by asking 
them the time regularly and by questioning 
them on aspects such as ‘how many minutes 
have gone past the hour?’ and ‘how many min¬ 
utes there are until the next hour?' for exam¬ 
ple." 

“We will, of course, do our bit in the class¬ 
rooms, but reaffirming this knowledge at home 
will be crucial towards the learning becoming 
ingrained."

And it has 
been shown to help people in the longer term to

drink a bit less and stick to the low risk drinking 
guidelines.”

Fire and rescue service recruiting full 
time firefighters for first time in years 


DEVON and Somerset Fire and Rescue Service is 
for the first time in eight years starting to recruit 
new, full-time firefighters. 

The fire service has only been able to recruit re¬ 
tained firefighters in recent years, but has now 
been given the green light to take on full-time 
firefighters. 

The role of a firefighter has changed dramati¬ 
cally, even in recent years, with so much more to 
the role than putting out fires. 

Assistant Chief Fire Officer Glenn Askew said: 
“We expect so much more of our firefighters in 
terms of their ability to adapt to a huge range of 
incident types and community work. 

1 ‘One day a firefighter can be pulling people from 
fast-flowing water and the next keeping our 
most vulnerable members of the community 
safe in their homes with our home fire safety 
checks." 

Firefighters are on hand to respond to emergen¬ 
cies 24/7 meaning shift work is essential. There 
are many different roles that make up the service 
and each works together to deliver the essential 
community and response services as efficiently 
and effectively as possible. 

ACFO Askew added: “We want to ensure that 
our workforce reflects both the community and 
the mix of skills and qualities required to do the 
job. For this recruitment process we particularly 


welcome applications from women as they are 
under-represented in our operational service. 

'We also welcome applications from people 
who are black, Asian or minority ethnic as they 
are also under-represented in our workforce and 
encourage everyone to see what the fire and res¬ 
cue service can offer in terms of a challenging 
and interesting career." 

For those interested and wanting to see if 
they've got what it takes, Devon and Somerset 
Fire and Rescue Service will be running taster 
days in January for prospective applicants to see 
what it entails to be a firefighter. 

The dates and how to book are available on the 
service website www.dsfire.gov.uk and informa¬ 
tion will be shared through their social media 
sites. The training will take place in August and all 
applicants need to be 18 or over by August 2017. 

ACFO Askew concluded by saying: “There are so 
many opportunities in the fire and rescue service 
for staff to progress their career.

Reading cures for young minds 


"JUST because you're small, it doesn't mean your 
brain is small," says Susan Elderkin, author and 
'bibliotherapist', over coffee.” 

She's referring to that perennial favourite Julia 
Donaldson and Axel Scheffler's The Gruffalo, which, 
in Elderkin's new book, The Story Cure, written with 
fellow bibliotherapist Ella Berthoud, is a 'cure for 
being small'. 

"Children's literature is full of examples of how the 
vertically challenged develop other qualities," they 
write, "and kids on the short side can select from a wide 
range of role models to find the one that best fits." 

The duo, both children "who'd go off and read for 
hours on end" met studying English Literature at 
Cambridge University, and set up their bibliotherapy 
service at The School Of Life in 2007. The Novel 
Cure, prescribing reading remedies to adults, was 
published in 2013 and The Story Cure was the natural 
follow-up - a book for adults to help children with 
everything from anxiety to zits. 

In their selections, they've drawn on their own 
experiences as parents: Elderkin to a 7-year-old son, 
Kirin, and Berthoud to three daughters, aged 9, 11 
and 14. 

When Kirin was a tantrum-throwing toddler, Mo 
Willems' Knuffle Bunny - a picture book about the 
enraged tears that follow the favourite toy getting lost 
- was a favourite. 

"He just found her tantrum so funny, but also felt 
the exasperation of the father, with all these question 
marks coming out of his head. That separation from 
the emotion is really helpful for kids, it's not just 
something inside any more. And you can access that 
later. You can stand outside the tantrum with them, 
once they've calmed down, and say, 'Look what it did 
to mummy, look what it did to daddy'." 

Berthoud's brood have require a different kind of cure. 

"My kids are not instinctively the type to sit down 
with a book. They've been great advocates of the 
'doing something else while you're reading cure' - so 
hula hooping while you're reading, or reading in the 
bath. They've ended up reading a lot more, it's a way 



of making them feel like they're doing something." 

In researching the cures, they worked with a child 
and adolescent psychiatrist and Berthoud advises: " 
In the case of eating disorders or self-harm or suicidal 
thoughts, we would always say see a professional, 
but the books in here are adjuncts to that. We also say 
make sure you read the book yourself before your 
child does, or at the same time at least, so you can 
talk about it." 

Elderkin adds: "Kids are naturals at being their own 
bibliotherapist, they know what they're drawn to and 
what they don't want. They're good self-censors." 

So how does the therapy work? When a child picks 
up or is a given a book addressing bullying, for 
example, what's going on in their head? 

"The main cure is it shows you you're not alone, it's 
reflecting back to you a situation other people have 
been in, whether it's being bullied or the death of a 
grandparent, you might be feeling this or asking these 
sort of questions," says Elderkin. "That's just hugely 
comforting to a child because they don't have the 
emotional language yet to say to their parents, 'This 
is what I'm going through'." 

Stories are more important that ever, say the pair, and 
can play a huge role with easing fears - or allowing 
children to confront them in a controlled way. 

"Stories are where you're most likely to find 
emotional honesty - that's always been the case and, 
now more than ever, it's a reassuring place to go." 
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Skills After School 


Now that the UCAS applications have all been sent 
for our Year 13s, attention turns to preparing them for 
life after A Levels. The dedicated Year 13 Tutor team 
have put together a range of “Life Skills” sessions to 
help prepare our students for the years ahead. These 
sessions include: Survival cooking, Life abroad, Per¬ 
sonal Finance and Health and Wellbeing.

In the first session 
they made hearty vegetable soups and accompanying 
soda bread, and will go on to make curries and pasta 
bakes. Head Boy George Chantler was amazed to re¬ 
ceive feedback from another Year 13 who commented 
that his soup was “rich in flavour and actually surpris¬ 
ingly edible!”. 

The ‘Personal Finance’ sessions will help prepare 
students for the challenge of managing their own fi¬ 


nances when away at university, or in the world of 
work. It will cover advice on how to save and budget 
accordingly, as well as a look ahead at property rental 
and purchasing. ‘Life Abroad’ will help prepare our 
students with the important factors to consider when 
preparing for overseas travelling, as well advice and 
guidance on how to successfully apply to study and/or 
work overseas. In ‘Health and Wellbeing’, students 
will be introduced to a range of techniques that they 
can use to help manage the pressure and stresses of 
exam preparation and the many challenges that life 
can present. Today, too many young people are seri¬ 
ously affected by mental health issues and we are keen 
to show them ways of managing stress and pressure. 

Life in the 6th Form is about far more than simply 
working towards exams; our aim is to support the stu¬ 
dents by giving them advice and guidance on what to 
expect after 6th Form, so they will hopefully leave 
here feeling confident to face the challenges before 
them, and enter the working world as well-rounded 
individuals.

The project is funded by Devon Music Education Hub 
- Babcock, DAISI, the Devon Arts in Education charity 
as part of a Youth Music grant funded programme, and 
East Devon Parishes Together fund in association with 
Axminster Town Council. 

All sessions are open to children from across the area 
including all local primary schools. The sessions run 
termly and take place at Axminster Primary school from 
January 11th to April 5th inclusive initially, with a view 
to run termly thereafter. 

The sessions run every Wednesday from 3.45pm for a 
4pm start until 5pm. 

The cost per young person per session is between £1 and 
£3. B Sharp also offer bursaries were applicable.
